DePalma was assessed the majority of the

Ralph DePalma at its June 18 meeting, sig- 
nificantly reducing the cost of sewer better- 
ments that must be paid up front. 

Two abatement requests were before the 
city council, one for land owned by devel- 
oper Ralph DePalma and another for land 
owned by DePalma and business partner 
Giuseppe Tirone. The first 
request passed with a vote of 
10-0 (with Councilor George 
Bitzas abstaining), while 
the second passed 9-1 (with 
Council President Christo- 
pher C. Johnson casting a 
dissenting vote and Bitzas 
abstaining). 

The city council admin- 
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cost for the $1.7 million project with more 
than $919,000 in betterment costs. 

He fought the assessment because he felt 
he was being assessed unequally. Councilor 
Robert Rossi, chairman of the administra- 
tive subcommittee (and previously the sewer 
committee), said DePalma had a right to be 
upset. 

“He (DePalma) said he was more than 
willing to pay his fair share for the sewer 
project,” said Rossi. “But only as long as it 
was done equally. That did not happen and 
he had a right to be upset.” 

Rossi did not blame the problem on any 
individual, but on the age of zoning laws 
that led to DePalma’s two properties being 
assessed for 212 and 181 units, respectively.

land-taking

fter tabling a resolution critical to 
Phase II of the Southwest Area Sew- 
er Extension project at several recent 
meetings, the Agawam City Council voted 
on the measure June 18, passing it with a 
9-2 vote. A separate resolution, requesting 
the expenditure of funds for land takings 
and easements for Phase II also passed 9-2. 
Council President Christopher C. Johnson 
and Councilor Cecilia P. Calabrese cast the 
dissenting votes on both resolutions. 

One resolution asked for the approval of 
land-taking in order to construct pumping 
stations on Pine and Barry streets in Feeding 
Hills for Phase II of the project — a measure 
that the council has compared to “putting the 
cart before the horse,” in the past and a senti- 
ment Johnson reiterated prior to the vote last 
week — while the other asked for the appro- 
priation of $55,000 from available funds for 
Phase Il. 

The council appropriated $3.7 million 
for the project in February 2010. Of that, 
$810,562 is available for Phase II. 

Councilor Robert E. Rossi, chair of the 


administrative subcommittee to which the 


issue was referred, said the town could not 
continue with Phase II of the project until the

other Nature heralded in the first 
Me of summer last Wednesday, 

June 20, with temperatures near- 
ing triple digits, shutting down schools 
and opening cooling centers across New 
England, and bringing with them a host 
of health threats we implore residents to 
guard themselves against. 

Hot air means unhealthy air quality 
due to an increase in ozone levels, which 
can cause breathing problems, aggravate 
asthma symptoms and other lung dis- 
eases, making people more susceptible to 
respiratory infection, cautions the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. 

The American Red Cross issued mul- 
tiple safety alerts last week, which in- 
cluded (at the top of their list) a warning 
we issued in this column last week about 
the dangers of leaving children and pets 
in vehicles for ANY length of time. It 
was upsetting to learn that two dogs in 
Deerfield succumbed to heat-related in- 
juries last week when they were left in a 
vehicle. 

The American Red Cross advises resi- 
dents to eat smaller meals more often 
throughout the day. It may sound a little 
strange, but digestion causes body tem- 
peratures to rise. Eating smaller meals 
means our bodies don’t have to work so 
hard. 

Other tips to protect ourselves from 
heat-related disasters include common 
sense instructions, like wearing loose-fit- 
ting, lightweight and light-colored cloth- 
ing, avoiding the outdoors during the 
hottest times of the day, and avoiding 
strenuous exercise. 

The American Red Cross also reminds 
us to check in on family members, friends 
and neighbors who do not have air con- 
ditioning, spend their time alone or are 
more likely to be affected by the heat. 
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To keep your cool during a heat wave, 
Western Massachusetts Electric Company 
(WMECo) recommends limiting the use 
of household appliances that emit heat and 
cook outdoors, if possible. Keep windows 
closed during the hottest times of the day 
and draw blinds and shades to block the 
sun; use fans to keep the air circulating 
throughout the house, and unplug what 
they call “electric vampires,” cell phone 
and laptop chargers, remote control appli- 
ance and electronics not in use. 

What’s the threat of soaring tempera- 
tures? Dr. Joseph Schmidt, from the 
Emergency Department at Baystate Medi- 
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cal Center, said heat is the top weather-re- 
lated killer in the United States. The body 
cannot safely regulate its temperature in 
extreme heat, which can result in heat ex- 
haustion, heat cramps or heat stroke. 

The warning signs of an oncoming 
heat-related illness can include exces- 
sive sweating, leg cramps, flushed skin, 
nausea and vomiting, dizziness, headache 
and rapid pulse, said Dr. Schmidt. 

Heat stroke can lead to permanent dis- 
ability or death, he warns. 

If someone is experiencing any of the 
warning signs of a heat-related illness, 
quickly move them to a cooler place,

remove or loosen tight clothing, spray 
the person with water or apply cool wet 
cloths to the skin. If conscious, provide 
four ounces of cool water every 15 min- 
utes. If symptoms do not subside or if the 
person refuses water, vomits or begins 
to lose consciousness, immediately call 
911. 

If the first day of summer is any indica- 
tion of what 1s to come, we hope the above 
tips and warning signs will help you stay 
cool and avoid a heat-related tragedy.

Today we’re going 
to discover how the pressure and pain of persecu- 
tion can produce powerful people that overcome 
and overwhelm all those who oppose the gospel 
of Christ. Persecution is as old as Cain and Abel 
(Genesis 4:1-15). It occurs because people hate 
being told they’re guilty before God for their sin- 
ful behavior.

Noth- 
ing offends me more than a person’s inabil- 
ity to effectively communicate in English. 
For most of us, it’s the only language we 
speak; how is it possible that we butcher it 
so badly?

SPRINGFIELD — The Springfield Museums will pres- 
ent its third annual Indian Motorcycle Day, a revival of 
the long-standing celebration and rally of the classic mo- 
torcycles that were manufactured in the city from 1901 to 
1953. 

Indian Day will take place Sunday, July 15, from 9 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. on the grounds of the Springfield Museums at the 
Quadrangle. The event is sponsored by the Sampson Fam- 
ily in honor of Esta Manthos. 

From 1970 until 2005, Indian Day was held at the now- 
closed Indian Motocycle Museum on Hendee Street in 
Springfield. Esta Manthos, the former museum’s owner, 
spent more than four decades collecting Indian Motocy- 
cles, artifacts and memorabilia. In 2007, she donated her 
extensive collection to the Springfield Museums where it 
is now on view in the Lyman & Merrie Wood Museum of 
Springfield History. 

In addition to the motorcycles on display, there will be 
vendors, food and beverages, music played by a DJ, and 
the awarding of trophies. Commemorative T-shirts will be 
available for purchase. Anyone bringing a pre-1953 Indian 
will receive two free adult admissions plus a commemora- 
tive Indian Day button.

land-taking was in place. 

“It is my understanding that we need to 
take this land,” he said. 

Rossi went on to state that the project 
— which was split up into six phases of 
$3.7 million per phase — is “vital” to the 
town of Agawam. It will expand the tax 
base and give economic stability in the fu- 
ture, he said. 

“We have started the most valuable proj- 
ect for this community; a project that must 
be seen to its completion,” said Rossi. 

Councilor Cecilia P. Calabrese ques- 
tioned how many homeowners intended to 
hook up to the sewer system while Coun- 
cilor George Bitzas suggested the council 
consider a mandatory connection. 

“I don’t have a problem starting the 
land-taking now,” he said, adding, “Be- 
fore we make a final decision to vote on 
the project and spend the money, we need 
to have a discussion about mandatory con- 
nection.” 

Not doing so would be doing the town a 
disservice, he said.

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said it is vital the town get sewer service 
hooked up to that portion of Feeding Hills. 
He called it “an investment in future prop- 
erty values,” and told the council it needs 
to look long-term. 

“The longer we delay it, the more cost 
it’s going to incur to the town — to the 
taxpayers — in the long-run,” he said. The 
town will reap the benefits of the project in 
the future, he said. “I really feel we need to 
keep moving forward with this project.” 

Councilor Joseph Mineo reiterated 
Perry’s sentiments, and said the town has 
already started its investment. 

“There”s still a desperate need for folks 
in that area to get some relief,” he said. 

The council passed both resolutions re- 
lating to the land-taking by a vote of 9-2. 

In other news, the city council voted to 
accept a gift of materials and labor from 
Mario Tedeschi, owner of Allied Flooring 
and Paint and Sam Hajrizi of Green Stone 
Landscaping to the Agawam Municipal 
Golf Course to construct a stone fence to 
protect and enhance the first tee area. 

The value of the gift is estimated at 
$3,500.

cause of that, some miscalculations were 
made,” said Rossi. 

Assessors charged for undeveloped land in 
the A-1 and A-2 residential zones if the units 
were abutting the new sewer line. Residents 
must pay assessments for units abutting the 
sewer line regardless of whether the property 
has been developed. 

DePalma’s two properties are in the A-3 
Residential zone. Those assessments are dif- 
ferent according to the law, and are assessed 
at eight units per acre of land. 

Rossi said the committee found out that 
one of the properties — assessed at 181 units 
— could not be assessed because the law also 
requires 150 feet of frontage for assessment. 
The property only has 50 feet of frontage and 
the units being assessed were for the rear of 
the property. 

“It was not fair, so we granted the abate- 
ment in that case,’ said Rossi. “But if and 
when Ralph (DePalma) develops those prop- 
erties and hooks them up to the sewer line, he 
will be charged a betterment for each unit he 
develops.” 

DePalma said at one abatement hearing he

1s not planning to develop the property any- 
time soon. 

The second property, which is owned by 
DePalma and Tirone, 1s assessed at 212 units 
based on acreage. That assessment was re- 
duced to 24 units. It was determined with 550 
feet of frontage on the property, three separate 
parcels could exist and were each assessed for 
eight units according to the A-3 zone, Rossi 
said. 

“He has to pay for the front of that prop- 
erty now because it abuts the sewer line,” said 
Rossi. 

Further betterments will be charged de- 
pending on how many units are developed in 
rear of the property. 

The entire process has brought to light 
zoning issues that need to be modern- 
ized and better defined to ensure that fu- 
ture sewer projects are assessed fairly. 
“I am planning on meeting and sitting down 
with our ordinance committee soon to work 
on the zoning ordinances that affected this,” 
said Rossi. 

In reaching a conclusion of resolution on 
DePalma’s properties, Rossi said the sewer 
betterment law requires betterments be made 
equal for each unit.
